To  the  Honorable  the  Board  of  Supervisors 

of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco: 

Gentlemen — The  Board  of  Fire  Commissioners,  in  compliance 
with  Resolution  No.  17,142,  respectfully  report  to  your  Honor- 
able Body  the  condition  and  operations  of  the  Department  for 
the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30th,  1884. 

There  have  been  two  changes  in  the  Board  since  our  last 
report — namely,  Edward  Flaherty,  who  died  in  this  City 
September  1,  1883,  and  George  H.  Rice,  whose  term  expired 
December,  1883. 

Gordon  E.  Sloss  was  appointed  by  your  Honorable  Body  to 
succeed  the  late  Edward  Flaherty,  and  Gustave  Reis,  successor 
to  George  H.  Rice,  term  expired. 

The  expenditures  of  the  Department  have  been  necessarily 
large  during  the  past  year,  from  the  fact  that  very  extensive 
repairs  to  engine  houses  have  been  made,  involving  an  outlay  of 
over  thirteen  thousand  dollars.  There  was  also  the  purchase  of 
material  and  other  expenses  which  are,  more  properly,  charge- 
able to  the  preceding  year  ;  but,  on  account  of  the  uncertain 
condition  of  the  City  finances,  the  Department  was  compelled, 
in  a  measure,  to  defer  repairs  and  purchase  of  inaterial  until 
the  financial  matters  were  satisfactorily  settled. 

The  houses  of  the  Department  were  in  a  very  dilapidated 
condition  and  extensive  repairs  were  necessary.     All  the  houses 
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have  been  thorouglily  repaired,  painted  and  whitened,  and  it  is 
thought  that  they  will  remain  in  good  condition  for  a  number 
of  years  at  a  comparatively  small  expense.

The  Board  calls  the  attention  of  your  Honorable  Body  to  the  necessity  of 
the  full  appropriation  allowed  by  law — viz.,  $110,000.  In  addition  to  the 
amount  to  be  expended  for  necessary  running  expenses  and  purchase  of 
material    for    the  Department,  it   is   absolutely  necessary  that   two  new 
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engine  houses  should  be  erected.    These  will  cost  in  the  aggregate  the  sum 
of  twenty  thousand  dollars. 

One  house  is  to  be  built  on  the  lot  on  15th  Ave.,  South  San  Francisco, 
recently  purchased  and  intended  for  Engine  Company  No.  11.  The  other 
house  proposed  will  be  erected  on  the  lot  on  Sacramento,  between  Webster 
and  Fillmore  streets,  and  is  intended  for  the  organization  of  an  additional 
engine  company  for  that  portion  of  the  City  known  as  the  "  Western 
Addition  " — that  portion  of  the  City  is  comparatively  unprotected,  in  con- 
sequence of  its  distance  from  department  apparatus,  and  in  view  of  the  fact 
that  it  takes  the  apparatus  a  long  time  to  reach  the  district,  and  that  fires,  by 
reason  thereof,  gain  great  headway,  the  Board  deem  it  imperative  that  an 
additional  engine  company  be  at  once  organized  and  located  in  that  part  of 
the  City,  which  is  increasing  very  rapidly,  and  in  which  buildings  are  being 
erected  to  the  extreme  boundary  thereof — consequently  this  Department 
must  necessarily  keep  pace  with  the  increased  growth  of  the  City.  (The 
Chit-f  Engineer  of  the  Department  in  his  report  last  year  has  recommended 
the  formation  of  such  a  company  in  that  locality.)

information  as  relates  to  the  Department  under  his  charge.

To  the  Hmiorable  Board  of  Fire  Commissioners 

of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco: 
Gentlemen — I  have  the  honor  herewith  to  present  my  annual  report  of 
the  conditions  and  operations  of  the  department  under  my  charge  for  the 
year  ending  June  30th,  1884.

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While  the  record  of  fires  for  the  past  year  exceeds  that  of  the  preceding 
year,  the  losses  by  fire  have  been  much  less.  During  the  year  the  depart- 
ment has  responded  to  275  hall  bell  alarms,  and  177  still  or  verbal  alarms  by 
different  companies,  making  454  actual  fires  of  all  classes,  causing  a  loss  of 
$564,017. 

Two  second  alarms  were  sent  in,  viz: 

First,  for  the  Winter  Garden  fire  on  Post,  Stockton  and  Sutter  streets, 
whereby  23  buildings  were  destroyed  or  damaged,  causing  a  loss  of  $167,954. 

Second,  was  from  the  fire  on  Mission  and  Spear  streets,  in  a  very  com- 
bustible part  of  the  city,  composed  of  Planing  Mills,  Lumber  Yards,  etc., 
which  caused  a  loss  estimated  at  $46,871.  These  two  fires  caused  a  loss  of 
$214,825,  or  nearly  forty  per  cent,  of  the  entire  loss  for  the  year. 

ACCIDENTS  TO  MEMBERS  AT  FIRES. 

Jerry  Jones,  Truckman  of  Truck  No.  3,  was  injured  by  being  run  over  by 
Hose  Cart  No.  5  responding  to  an  alarm. 

Nicholas  Barbetta,  Hoseman  of  Engine  Company  No.  12,  was  injured  at  the 
fire  on  Jackson  street  by  a  roof  falling  in,  sustained  serious  injuries. 

Thomas  Mathews,  Hoseman  of  Engine  Company  No.  12.  was  injured  at  a 
fire  on  Jackson  street  by  the  falling  in  of  the  roof  of  a  building. 

James  Rice,  Truckman  of  Truck  No.  1,  dislocated  his  ankle  by  jumping 
from  the  Truck  while  it  was  in  motion. 

Benjamin  F.  Lanfar,  Driver  of  Hose  No.  4,  broke  his  collar  bone  by  being 
accidenially  thrown  from  the  Hose  Cart. 

Jeff  Dolan,  Driver  of  Truck  No.  1,  was  injured  by  a  kick  from  ahorse  on  a 
"  hitch  up,"  and  sustained    evere  internal  injuries. 

John  R.  McCaull,  Truckman  of  Truck  No.  4,  was  injured  by  the  upsetting 
of  the  Truck  on  Jones  street. 

Thomas  Connors,  John  Donohue,  Edward  Gallagher,  Hosemen  of  Hose 
Company  No.  9  (Fire  Boat),  were  injured  by  inhaling  gas  from  burning  coal 
and  sulphur  in  the  hold  of  the  ship,  C.  C.  Chapman. 

George  E.  Burr,  Truckman  of  Truck  No.  2,  was  injured  at  a  fire  on  Jackson 
street  by  falling  from  a  ladder. 

John  Fay,  Hoseman  of  Engine  Company  No.  2,  was  badly  burned  at  a  fire 
on  the  corner  of  Mission  and  Spear  streets. 

MORTALITY. 

The  Department  has  lost  during  the  past  year  by  death  six  members  :

Consumption. 

April  3,  1884,  John  J.  Colvin,  Hoseman  of  Engine  Company  No.  5,  killed 
by  falling  from  a  shed  while  at  work  at  his  trade,  that  of  a  painter. 

May  23, 1884,  John  T.  Connell,  Hoseman  of  Engine  Company  No.  8,  Dropsy. 

CORPORATION  YARD. 

In  addition  to  the  regular  equipment  of  the  different  Engine,  Hose  and 
Truck  Companies,  the  Corporation  Yard  contains  six  relief  engines,  four 
relief  hose  carts,  one  four  wheeled  carriage,  and  one  hook  and  ladder  truck. 

During  the  past  year  twenty  horses  were  purchased,  six  sold,  one  trans- 
ferred for  service  to  the  Pest  House,  one  to  the  Police  Department,  and  two 
to  the  Industrial  School;  remaining  in  the  department  seventy-four  horses 
for  service. 

The  following  condemned  material  was  sold  by  order  of  his  Honor  the 
Mayor,  and  the  proceeds  paid  into  the  City  Treasury,  viz  ;

Ten  thousand  feet  of  new  carbolized  hose  has  been  purchased  during  the 
past  year.  The  department  is  now  fully  supplied,  companies  all  having  a 
full  complement.  There  is  a  large  reserve  of  hose  in  the  yard  in  case  of 
emergency. 

During  the  year  19  hydrants  have  been  set  and  31  reset.  There  are  now  in 
use  for  the  departu-^ent  1,418  hydrants. 


All  but  one  of  the  houses  of  the  department  are  in  first-class  condition, 
having  been  thoroughly  repaired,  painted  and  whitened.  The  exception  is 
Engine  House  No.  11,  located  at  Soutb  San  Francisco.  In  my  former  report 
to  your  Honorable  Body  I  recommended  the  erection  of  a  new  house,  since 
which  time  a  more  suitable  lot  has  been  purchased,  and  1  can  not  too  strongly 
urge  the  immediate  building  of  a  house  on  that  lot.  The  house  now  occupied 
by  this  company  is  in  a  dilapidated  condition  and  unfit  for  occupancy.     I 
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would  sugfgest  that  a  building  of  such  dimensions  be  erected  as  to  admit  of 
the  storage  of  additional  apparatus,  as  that  portion  of  the  city  is  remote,  and 
any  additional  apparatus  that  may  be  required  at  a  large  fire  would  be  con- 
venient for  use. 

RECOMMENDATIONS. 

I  respectfully  recommend  that  an  additional  Steam  Fire  Engine  Company 
to  be  known  and  designated  as  Engine  Company  No.  14,  be  organized  and 
located  on  Sacramento  street,  between  Webster  and  Fillmore  streets. 

I  also  recommend  the  purchase  of  a  Babcock  Four  Wheeled  Chemical 
Engine,  fully  equipped  with  all  the  latest  appliances  for  the  extinguishment 
of  fires  by  chemicals,  and  the  organization  of  a  Company  to  operate  the  same 
to  be  stationed  m  the  eastern  portion  of  the  city,  known  as  the  "  Dry  Goods 
District."  It  is  needless  to  say  that  the  extinguishment  of  incipient  fires  by 
chemicals  is  very  effective,  and  involves  much  less  loss  than  by  watet,  and  is 
now  in  use  in  all  large  cities. 

I  also  recommend  the  purchase  of  two  new  steam  fire  engines  for  the 
department,  to  replace  old  engines  that  are  deemed  unserviceable,  and  that 
those  condemned  be  sold,  as  they  are  an  expense  and  occupy  room  in  the 
yard  to  the  exclusion  of  more  desirable  apparatus. 

I  recommend  the  purchase  of  four  new  Pallett  relief  valves  for  such 
engines  as  require  them  ;  they  are  patented  and  must  be  purchased  from  the 
agent  or  patentee. 

Your  attention  is  respectfully  called  to  the  statements  hereto  annexed, 
showing  the  operations  of  the  department  for  the  year. 

My  thanks  are  hereby  tendered  to  the  oflBcers  and  members  of  the  depart- 
ment for  the  intelligence  and  efiiciency  displayed  by  them  while  on  duty. 
Also  to  Capt.  Russel  White,  of  the  Fire  Patrol,  Capt.  John  L.  Durkee,  Fire 
Marshal,  Chief  of  Police,  P.  Crowley,  also  to  Superintendent  of  Fire  Alarm, 
John  Curran,  for  many  favors  received. 

My  thanks  are  especially  due  to  your  Honorable  Board,  for  the  earnest 
support  extended  to  me  at  all  times,  and  I  shall  ever  cherish  with  feelings  of 
gratitude  the  many  acts  of  kindness  and  expressions  of  friendship  extended 
to  me  in  your  official  capacity.

Total. 
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We  are  now  operating  one  hundred  and  thirty-seven  miles  of  wire,  one 
hundred  and  thirty  two  miles  on  poles  and  five  miles  on  houses,  divided  into 
thirteen  signal  circuits,  seven  alarm  circuits  and  one  tapper  circuit. 

During  the  past  year  the  following  extensions  and  improvements  were 
made : 

Sixty-four  blocks  of  new  No.  9  Ex.  BB  Galvanized  wire  were  used,  and  two 
blocks  of  wire  which  had  been  taken  down  in  changing  circuits  were  also 
used,  making  a  total  of  sixty-six  blocks  of  wire,  or  six  and  a  half  miles.  All 
but  two  miles  of  the  above  wire  was  used  in  re-running  circuits  which  were 
transferred  from  houses  to  poles. 

The  following  circuits  were  transferred  from  houses  to  poles  : 

Alarm  circuit  No.  3  from  houses  on  Post,  between  Dupont  and  Stockton,  to 
poles  from  Dupont  and  Post  on  Dupont  to  O'Farrell,  thence  to  the  house  of 
Truck  Company  No.  1. 

Also  from  houses  on  Main,  from  Folsom  to  Mission,  to  First,  to  Stevenson, 
to  poles  on  Spear  from  Folsom  to  Mission,  to  First,  to  Stevenson. 

Signal  circuit  No.  7,  from  houses  on  Folsom,  between  1^'ifth  and  Sixth,  to 
poles,  same  street. 

Signal  circuit  No.  9,  from  houses  on  Broadwiy,  from  Stockton  to  Powell, 
to  Union,  to  Mason,  to  Lombard,  to  Taylor,  to  Greenwich,  to  Jones,  to  Filbert, 
to  poles  on  Stockton  from  Broadway  to  Montgomery  avenue,  to  Bay,  to 
Larkin,  to  North  Point,  and  on  Union  from  Hyde  to  Jones,  to  Filbert,  thus 
taking  out  the  loop  from  Filbert  and  Hyde  to  North  Point  and  Larkin,  a 
distance  of  seven  blocks,  on  which  two  boxes  were  located. 

Set  fifty-eight  25-foot  poles,  ten  30-foot  poles  and  three  40-foot  poles. 

Reset  fifty-five  25-foot  poles  and  one  30-foot  pole. 

Guyed  thirty-one  poles. 

All  the  boxes  were  painted  with  English  vermilion,  and  also  varnished. 
The  insides  of  same  were  painted  black,  and  new  signs,  giving  instructions 
to  keyholders,  painted  in  white  letters  on  the  inner  door  of  each  box.  New 
galvanized  iron  signs,  giving  the  location  of  the  keys,  were  placed  on  each 
box  pole. 

A  new  map  of  the  City  and  County,  7x7  ft.,  drawn  on  wood,  showing  the 
location  of  boxes,  engine  and  other  houses  of  the  Department,  was  added  to 
the  oflBce,  the  circuits  being  run  with  silken  threads,  thus  enabling  us  to 
change  the  route  of  any  circuit  in  a  few  minutes.  This  I  consider  a  great 
improvement  over  the  ordinary  map,  on  which  the  circuits  were  traced  in 
ink,  rendering  erasures  necessary  whenever  a  circuit  was  changed. 

In  the  lower  section  of  the  city,  principally  occupied  by  foundries  and 
machine  shops,  it  is  difficult  during  the  day  to  hear  an  alarm.  As  an  auxil- 
iary to  the  bells,  arrangements  were  made  with  Hobbs,  Wall  &  Co.  by  which 
they  are  to  blow  the  whistle  on  their  factory  on  Spear,  near  Folsom,  for  every 
alarm  of  fire.  Alarm  circuit  No.  3  was  run  into  their  factory  for  this  pur- 
pose, and  a  large  gong  placed  thereon.  Hobbs,  Wall  &  Co.  erected  a  new 
12  inch  whistle,  which  can  be  heard  in  any  portion  of  the  city. 
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Twenty-six  automatic  boxes  were  added  to  the  system  during  the  year — 
twenty  of  these  replacing  crank  boxes.  This  leaves  forty-two  crank  boxes 
still  in  service,  which  I  hope  to  materially  reduce  during  the  coming  year. 
Six  new  stations  were  opened,  viz. :  97,  256,  263,  352,  362  and  371,  and  located 
as  per  official  list. 

The  iron  pins  introduced  by  me  in  1879  continue  to  give  perfect  satisfac- 
tion. The  iron  pin  is  placed  in  a  mould,  into  which  molten  lead  is  poured, 
thus  forming  a  perfect  screw  head  on  which  the  insulator  can  be  screwed  in 
the  same  manner  as  on  a  wooden  pin  or  bracket. 

The  improvement)^  in  the  Chester  automatic  boxes,  consisting  of  relay,  key 
cut-out  switch  and  ground  switch,  are  a  decided  improvement  over  the  orig 
inal  box  instruments  and  switches,  and  much  valuable  time  is  saved  in 
locating  breaks,  etc. 

Took  down  our  line  of  30-foot  poles  on  McAllister,  from  Market  to  Larkin, 
the  same  being  replaced  by  40-foot  poles  by  the  Pacific  Bell  Telephone  Com 
pany,  on  which  accommodations  are  provided  for  as  much  space  as  we  may 
require  at  any  time. 

All  our  old  circuit  galvanometers  were  taken  out  and  replaced  by  new  and 
more  delicate  uprights,  the  needles  of  which,  being  painted  white,  can  more 
readily  be  seen  after  night.
